KENTUCKY BOY, 6, CONVICTED 


OF MANSLAUGHTER BY JURY 


Paintsville Child Got Father’s Shotgun and 
Killed Playmate, 8 — Sent to Reformatory 
Until He Is 21.

PAINTSVILLE, Ky., May 
A jury here today found Car! New- 
ton Mahan, 61$-year-old son _ of 
John Mahan, railroad fireman, 
guilty of a charge of manslaughter 
for the killing of his 8-year-old 
playmate, Cecil Van Hoose, follow- 
ing a quarre] over a piece of scrap 
iron. 

The boy was sentenced by Judge 
John W. Butcher to serve until he 
is 21 tn the reform school at 
Greendale, Ky. 

John Wheeler, defense attorney, 
announced he would file motion for 
a new trial. 

According to Mahan’s story of 
the shooting, he and Van Hoose 
were hunting for scrap iron to sell.

Mahan, it is charged, went into 
his home, stood on a chair to get 
his father’s shotgun off the wall 
and shot Van Hoose to death,

$989 on incomes of $52,177 and 
$46,916, respectively. The Govern. 
ment charged that the tax paid 
represented only one-fourth to one- 
half of the amount actually due. 

Miss Boardman's income for 
1925 as set forth in the indict- 
ment was $41,826. Miss Berger was 
alleged to have wrongfully figured 
the tax at $1500. 

Vidor’s income for 1925 was fig- 
ured by the Government at $141,- 
124 and $88,360 for 1926. For the 
respective years he paid taxes of 
$2222 and $895. The information 
alleges the tax paid represented 
only 25 to 650 per cent of the 
amounts due.

GROUP GIVES UP 
HI POST IN PARIS 


Dissatisfied With Young 
Reparations Proposal 
Which His Chief Thinks 
May Yet Be Modified.

BERLIN, May 23.—Dr. Albert 
Voegler, colleague of Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht on the German delegation 
to the experts conference on re- 
parations at Paris, resigned today. 
The Government will accept his 
resignation. 

Dr. Voegler returned unexpect- 
edly from Paris yesterday, preced- 
ed by reports that he wus dissatis- 
fied with reparations proposals put 
forward by Owen D. Young, chair- 
man of the gonference, andwould 
refuse to sign a settlement based 
on them, 

Dr. Voegler informed the German 
Government several days ago that 
he desired to be relieved from his 
reparations mission as he did not 


consider that the concessions which 
his colleague, Dr. Schacht, thought 
possible were acceptable to Ger- 
nan business and industry. 


It is understood that his res- 
ignation then was couched in such 
terms that Chancellor Mueller and 
Foreign Minister Stresemann, in 
a conference with President von 
Hindenburg yesterday, thought he 
could be persuaded to remain. 
Consequently a hurried Govern- 
ment press communique was is- 
sued denying his resignation. 


Overnight the situation changed, 
however, in that the counter pro- 
posals of the allies became known. 
Dr. Voegler then decided that un- 
der no circumstance was there any 
point in continuing discussions with 
the opposing group. He therefore 
yielded his place to Dr. Ludwig 
Kastl, executive secretary of the 
League of German Industrialists 
and hitherto the third German 
delegate at Paris. 


Schacht Still Hopeful. 

Dr. Schacht, like Voegler, is un- 
derstood here to consider the al- 
lied counter proposals impossible 
of acceptance in thelr present form, 
but it is reported that he inclines 
to the vie that by bargaining 
some sort of a compromise may 
even now be found. Dr. Voegier 
and those behind him consider this 
hopeless. 

Dr. Voegler today confirmed in 
writing his oral decision to with- 
draw. The text of his letter to the 
German was not available tonight, 
but he doubtless declared he was 
unable conscientiously to agree to 
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the allied counter-proposals to ex- 
tend payments of reparations be- 
yond 37 years or to the safeguard 
clauses as amended.

Sec- 
retary of War Good_ yesterday 
promised Senator Hawes that con- 
tracts for construction of the spill- 
way in these counties would be 
withheld pending further inquiry. 

Covering about 135,000 acres of 
low-lying land, much of which is 
used for agricultural purpores, the 
projected spillway extends from 
Bird’s Point, opposite the mouth 
of the Ohio River at Cairo, Ill., to 
a point just above New Madrid, and 
from the existing levee following 
the western bank of the river. to 
the new 28-mile levee planned by 
army engineers, shown by the 
heavy dotted line. 

As described by engineers, the 
army plan is to remove the top of 
the existing Missouri levee so that 
when the river reaches a stage of 
55 feet on the Cairo gauge, the 


flood water can sweep over this! 
‘barrier and across the spillway in 


the two Missouri. counties. The 
levees protecting Cairo can with- 
stand a 60-foot stage. During the 
present rise of comparatively minor 


proportions, the river has attained 
a virtual crest of 52.4 feet at Cairo.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The 
Senate Rules Committee found it- 
self in an embarrassing position to- 
day. in consequence of its efforts 
to stop “leaks” from executive ses- 
sions of the Senate. It attempted 
yesterday to discipline the United 
Press for having published what 
purported to be the secret roll call 
on the confirmation of Irvine L. 
Lenroot for the Court of Customs 
Appeals last Friday, by excluding 
its representatives from the floor 
of the Senate. It succeeded only in 
excluding all newspaper men. They 
were not excluded from the regular 
press gallery, however. 

Paul Mallon, the -United Press 
repcerter who obtained and wrote 
the story of the Lenroot roll ¢all, 
has been summoned to appear be. 
fore the committee Monday morn- 
ing, to be questioned about the 
source of his information. Since 
the session is to be behind closed 
doors, there is a possibility that 
Mallon will refuse to appear. Un- 
less the session is made public if 
he does appear, this correspondent - 
is informed that he will refuse to 
tell who gave him the roll call. 

Effort to Punish Reporter Fails. 

In that event, the committee will 
be confronted by the question of 
what to do next. Its effort to pun- 
ish him yesterday came to igno- 
minious failure when Senator La 
Follette made the point—in which 
he was sustained by Vice President 
Curtis—that the Rules Committee 
has no authority either to grant or 
deny floor privileges to any news- 
paper man, 

Senator Hiram Johnson (Rep.), 
California, yesterday joined La Fol- 
lette in pouring ridicule on the 
committee’s action. They remind- 
ed the committee that the rule of 
secrecy applies only to Senators, 
and that no newspaper man is un- 
der uny obligation to observe se- 
crecy about what goes on in exec- 
utive sessions, providing he can 
find out what goes on. They in- 
quired by what authority the com- 
mittee had attempted to discipline 
anyone outside the Senate. There 
was no answer.

DOCTOR of philosophy should be in 
A every Way a fully civilized and highly 
cultivated member of society. To me 
this means: a person of good manners, 
good habits and good taste; further, a per- 
son of tolerant and discriminating ideas, 
broadly educated and well read, interested 
intellectually, if not actively, in pubile af- 
fairs; not afraid to express, nay to volun. 
teer, his opinion, and, altogether, not 
Shirking the responsibilities of leadership. 
In fine, he should distinctly feel himself a 
member of that minority who are capable 
of consistent attitudes and well-considered 
actions in matters of the general concern. 
He should, withal. not be insensitive to 
beauty in forms of reality nor indifferent 
to its manifestations in the arts. As for 
his special fitness in scholarship, the Ph, D. 
should be a person whose productiveness 
has not died in childbed, as it were, from 
exhaustion over his “inaugural disserta- 
tion.”” He must keep in live touch with his 
science, follow its growth, retain the ca- 
pacity and courage to change his views un- 
der the light of new knowledge. The doc- 
torate as such could not under any circum- 
stances furnish a guaranty of scientific 
fecundity. It could be reasonably hoped, 
however, that out of any highly schooled 
mass a Satisfactory proportion of individ- 
uals would rise to professional eminence.

[ may be told that pretty nearly all my 
specifications are covered by the word 
“personality.” I think, on the contrary, 
that this popular pet word of the vocabu- 
lary serves currently to express a different 
set of notions. Certainly “personality” is 
sufficiently stressed by ccllege executives 
and employment bureaus in the selection 
of teachers.

its Government by force of arms 
in our discretion. When is an 
American abroad a patriot and 
when a pirate? 

“Can any intelligent student of 
tariff-making, where the purpose 
is to raise the sugar price in a 15 
per cent industry, deny that this 
effort at rate-making, under the 
grinding hand wf the Great Weat- 
ern Sugar Co., is a startling effort 
to contro] Congress? 

“I do not charge Sugar Chairman 
Timberlake with knowingly doing 
injustice to the Philippines or 
Cuba: but I do ask: Is it not in 
credible that the Great Western 
Sugar Co. should attempt to spread 
out its long, slimy body over the 
American Congress?’ 

Facts on Child Labor. 

Frear placed’ in the record @ 
mass of information on the use of 
child labor in the Colorado beet 
sugar fields. 

“The sugar schedule is affected 
by these facts,” he said, “because 
any increased sugar tariff will only 
inure to the pockets of the Great 
Western stock’ :olders; for no stan- 
dard of labor, however low, else- 
where in the United States, can 
compare with that found by Fed- 
eral and State investigators: in the 
counties that produce beets for the 
Great Western mils. It is im- 
possible for this labor, largely im- 
ported for temporary service, to 
assert itself or get any part of the 
additional profits to be wrung out 
of the consuming public that will 
pay the bills.” 

One of the investigations re- 
ferred to was made by the Gov- 
ernment, the other by the Colo- 
rado State Agricultural College. 
Children from 6 to 15 years old 
were found working in the beet 
fields. There vere some instances 
of 6-year-olds who worked as much 
as 12 to 14 hours a day. In many 
of the beet laborers’ families, the 
living conditions were such that 
“all comfort and convenience had 
to be sacrificed, and no privacy 
was possible.’’ 

Offers Bounty as Substitute. 

As a substitute for the proposed 
tariff increase, Frear has offered 
a bill that would give direct aid, 
through a bounty, to the weaker 
worker. This device, he declared, 
would furnish the assistance 
needed by the unprosperous sec- 
tion of the industry, without fat- 
tening the profits of the Great 
Western, and would do it at a cost 
Of $35,000,000 or less, as compared 


tariff cost. 
But it is argued that if the beet 


sugar industry is stimulated by a 
tariff increase, many farn:ers who | 
are now growing crops of which. 
the United States produces a sur- 
plus will turn to the ercwing of 
beets, with the result not only that 
the surplus problem (the heart of 
the whole farm problem) will be 
advanced toward solution. but that 
the continefhtal United States will 
eventually be able to produce al! 
the sugar we consume. 

An answer to that argurrent may 
be found in the testimony of W., D. 
Lippitt, vice prestdent and genera) 
manager of the Great Western 
Sugar Co., who represerted the 
United States Sugar Beet Associa- 
tion at the tariff hearings before 
the Ways and Means Co'amittee, 


Obstacles in Way of Gain. 


“TY think,” said Lippitt, inyreply 
to a question, “that the increase in 
continental beet production would 
be relatively slow. I differ ma- 
terlally with many of the witnesses 
who have testified on that point. 
I doubt that any reasonable tariff 
would permit us to expand the in- 
dustry in any reasonable period of 
time to supply ‘our own require- 
ments. Y¥ think, even under such 
an increase as has been suggested 
(the 2.4-cent tariff on Cuban su- 
Gar), that our expansion in the 
Continental United States would 
barely kee pace with the increase 
in consumption, and unless. the 
Philippine question is handled 
along with this (that is, unless a 
restriction should be put on im- 


quested by the industry), I doubt 
if we can increase at all.” 

What is proposed, therefore, is 
that the consumers of the United 
States shall be taxed $100,000.000 
or more annually—$240,000,000, 
according to Frear—in order that 
a 15 per cent industry, whose pros- 
pects of expansion are at. least 
highly questionable and whose

his genius will have the best 
chance to display itseif, where 
working conditions and the gen- 
eral atmosphere will be best fit- 
ted to his needs. His place is in 
your Art Theater.’ 

“I know that she wrote a great 
deal to him about me and our 
theater, persuading him to come 
to Russia. As for myself, I be- 
gan to persuade the Direction of 
our Theater to invite the great 
stage director to come so as to 
give our art a new impetus for- 
ward and to pour more yeast 
into the dough at the time when 
it seemed to us that our Theater 
had broken through the blind 
wall before it at last. I must pay 
full justice to my comrades. 
They discussed the matter like 
true artists and they decided to 
spend a large sum of money in 
order to advance our art.” 

As much as the ballet had filled 
me with horror, so the Stanislavsky 
Theater thrilled me with enthusi- 
asm. I went there every night 
that I was not dancing myself, 
and was received with the great- 
est affection by all the troupe. 
Stanislavsky came very often to see 
me and thought that by question- 
ing me thoroughly, he would be 
able to transform all my dances 
into a new school of dancing in 
Ris theater. But 1 told him that 
could only be done by beginning 
with children. Apropos of this, on 
my next visit to Moscow, I saw 
soine young. beautiful girls of his 
troupe trying to dance, but the re- 
sult was deplorable. 


Her Ideas and the Russian Ballet 


S Stanislavsky was exceedingly 
Avo all day in his theater with 

rehearsals, he was in the habit 
of coming to see me frequently 
after the performance. In his book 
he says of these talks: “I suppose 
I must have tired Duncan with my 
questions.” No; he did not tire 
me. 1 was bursting with enthusi- 
asm to transmit my ideas. 


In fact, the keen, snowy air, the 
Russian food, especially the caviar, 
had completely cured my wasting 
lilness, caused by the spiritual love 
of Thode. And now my whole be- 
ing longed for the contact of a 
strong personality. As Stanislav- 
sky stood before me, | saw such 
a one in him. 

One night 1 looked at him, with 
his fine, handsome figure, bfoad 
shoulders, black hair just turning 
to gray on the temples, and some- 
thing within me revolted at always 
playing this role of Egaria. As he 
was about to leave, I placed my 
hands on his shoulders and ene 
twined them about his strong neck, 
then,. pulling his head down to 
mine, I kissed him on the mouth 
He returned my kiss with tender. 
ness. But he wore a look of ex. 
treme astonishment. as if this were 
the last thing he expected. 

His extraordinary seriousness 
about this was too much for my

for nowhere else in the world do 
the students care so much for 
ideals and art as in Russia. 

This first visit to Russia was 
cut short by previous engagements 
which recalled me to Berlin. Be- 
fore I left I had signed a contract 
to return in the spring. In spite 
of the shortness of my visit, I had 
left a considerabie impression. 
There were many quarrels for and 
against my ideals, ane one duei 
wart actually fought between 4 
fanatic balletoman and a Duncan 
enthusiast. It was from that epoch 
that the Russian ballet began to

But, one by one, my mother and 
the others became quite sleepy, and 
one by one they went off to bed 
with various excuses, and we were 
left alone. Craig went on talking | 
about the art of the theater. 
illustrated his art with cestures,

RAIG was tall, willowy, with a 
face recalling that of his won

his height. there was something 
feminine about him, especially 
about his mouth. which was sensi- 
tive and thin-lipped.

Craig was a brilliant companion. 
He was one ef the few people I 
have ever met who was in a state 
of exaltation from morning till 
night. Even with the first cup of 
coffee, his imagination caught fire 
and wag sparkling. An ordinary 
walk through the streets with him 
was like a promenade in Thebes of

He always entered in a state of 
wild excitement ‘ver a tree _ a 
bird or a child he had seen on 
his way. One never spent a dull 
moment with him. No he was 
always cither in the throes of 
highest delight, or the other ex- 
treme, in those moods which sud: 
denly followed after, when 
whole sky seemed to turn biack, 
and a sudden apprehension filled 
all the air. One’s breath was 
slowly pumped from the body, and 
nothing was left anywhere but the 
blackness of anguish.

After the first f2 
weeks of wild. impassioned love- 
making. there began the waging of 
the fiercest battle that was ever 
known, between the genius of 
Gordon Craig and the ifispirations 
of my Art.
